With the first fall of snow and 
the first chilling winds, out come 
the woollens. And for fall the wool¬ 
lens are fabulous. 

Wool is a naitural fibre which has 
excellent wearing qualities,/light¬ 
weight warmth, exwllent natural 
resilience, exoellenli versslllity. 

The structure of the wooil,fibre: 
an outer fuzzy skint, an inside 
core, a layer of sealed in air bub¬ 
bles. 

The outer skin causes wool to 
feel itchy to very seiBitiive skin. 
It is also ithis layer which causes 
maltting from careless washing. 

The outer skin is very imporb 
ant, however, in interlocking fibres 
to make fine yarns and in the 
felting process. 

You can wash most wool gar¬ 
ments by hand provided you don’t 
rub or twist -them. 

It is better to turn them inside 
out before washing. 

Use plenty of wash and rinse 
water (both lukewarm) and mild 
soap flakes or liquid detergents. 
Do not use bleaches or washing 
sodas. 

Heavily soiled garments should 
be soaked, not rubbed or scrubbed 
as this may cause matting. 

Use an autmnatic dryer only if 
the garment is labelled machine 
dryable. Spin drying in the wash¬ 
er is safe. With a wringer washer 
be sure to loosen the rollers and 
wrap the garment in a towel be¬ 
fore passing it through.

Canada-U.S. Relations 


Conservative leader Robert Stanfield has given an 
example for Canadians of a|l parties. In a speech at 
Port Carling he rejected the plea of a Young Conservat¬ 
ive orator who called the party to adopt a policy of 
"blind, passionate anti-Americanism because Ameri¬ 
canism represents almost everything that will destroy 
this country." 

In reply, Mr. Stanfield urged his followers to take a 
firm nationalist line, but to avoid this kind of virulent 
anti-Americar>ism. This is becoming on increasingly im¬ 
portant issue. As the nrKDvement to defend Canadian in¬ 
dependence gathers force it inevitably attracts people 
who are driven less by concern for Canada than by a pas¬ 
sionate loathing of the United States-which some of 
them suppose to be the fount of all the world's evils. 
Zealots of this type seem particularly drawn to the 
"Waffle" wing of the NDP, but they are also found in 
other parties. Their influence, unchecked, could turn 
the movement from an assertion of Canadian rights in¬ 
to a blind antagonism toward the United States and to¬ 
wards Americans as people. The history of many coun¬ 
tries shows that nationalism can degenerate into un¬ 
reasonable hatred of foreigners. 

Any such development would be fatal in Canada. 
The links of friendship which bind the peoples of Canada 
and the United States together are very old and strong 
-far stronger than many of our galloping intellectuals 
appreciate. Just to mention one obvious point, a maj¬ 
ority of Canadian families have relatives living in the 
States. 

Any politicol movement which is based on hatred of 
the Americon people is certain to run into massive pop¬ 
ular opposition and to fall flat on its face. And in its fail¬ 
ure it may discredit all rational attempts to preserve 
Canada's national identity. 

A sound approach to this problem has been taken by 
the new Committee for an Independent Canada whose 
organization was announced recently. Its co-chairman 
Toronto publisher Jack McClelland said the committee 
"is not, and never will be, specifically anti-American." 
And co-chairman Claude Ryan of Montreal added that 
the enterprise was not undertaken "in a spirit of hostill- 
h/ to the United States" or because of any belief in a 
"Machiavellian scheme to take over Canada." The em¬ 
phasis in its program is on strengthening Canada, not 
undermining our neighboring republic. 

That is the only approach that has any chance of 
success-or deserves to hove any. 


Staircase Noises 

Up to this point in its life, the Trudeau government 
has been too reminiscent of an old Chinese saying; 
"Loud noise on staircase, but nobodv comes downstairs." 

It has taken nearly two and a half years to get organ¬ 
ized and ready for action, amid a noisy shuffling of 
White Papers, but its record of major legislation is so 
thin as to suggest a hoi^sekeeping administration, not 
the modern-minded activist government that many Can¬ 
adians hoped they were electing in 1968. The current 
session of Parliament is the one which should change 
that disappointing impression if it is going to be chang¬ 
ed during the present term of office. 

Since the fourth-year session of 1971-72 is likely to 
yield little more than some pre-election goodies from the 
government and pre-election posturing by all parties, 
now is the time for solid accomplishment and revelation 
of the government's true course. 

The noises on the staircase—or more nrecisely, the 
sounds from ministerial offices-are full of promise for 
overdue reforms.

It is Mr. Hargrave’s first offi¬ 
cial foreign visit since kiis appoint¬ 
ment last July. 

Before Laying ^dmonton Mr. 
Hargrave he is quite confi¬ 
dent that sales of Alberta farm 
commodities and other goods can 
be expanded in Japan “if we are 
just a little more aggtessive.” 

At this particular time he said, 
Alberta agritulture officials are 
concerned over possible surpluses 
of pork, pork products and honey. 

Mr. Hargrave also said poten.- 
ial sales of beef and swine breed¬ 
ing stock can be developed. He 
plans to meet representatives of a 
number of Japanese breed associ¬ 
ations. 

Mr. Hargrave said he intends 
to explore possible marKets for 
both livestock feeds and pregnant 
mares’ urine. He said the domestic 
market for this product is no long¬ 
er available for Alberta producers.
